budgeting" of 
election 
expense 


along with other government run- 
ning expenses. But the costs of 
primary elections arc not govern- 
mental expenses. 
The Gazette make the point that 


the cost of primary elections is borne 
by the candidates and not by the tax- 
payers. 


I wonder if the point can bo- sus- 


tained. 


A cynical observer might contend 


that whatever the 
candidates 
arc 


charged the people eventually pay for. 


The truth is, the two-year term of 


office is more costly than the longer 
term for the reason that a man spends 
his first year in service and his sec- 
ond year in thinking about politics. 
Just so much time is going to be spent 
by office-holders in playing politics 
—and the "charge-off" is smaller on 
a tour-year term than on a two-year 
term. 


The Gazette's reply that the term of 


office has nothing to do with govern- 
mental expense, because the cost of 
the primary is born by the candidates 
is a trivial argument.

The goods have never been 
actually sold to real consumers. They 
haven't been sold because the for- 
eign markets where most of our cot- 
ton and much of our meat must be 
disposed cf have ben blockaded by 
old war debts and retaliatory tariffs.

It seems hard to believe that such 


faraway issues as war debts and tariffs 
affect our cotton and meat. 


But we know by past experience 


that our own American government 
has constantly reflected the struggle 
between Eastern 
industrialists and 


Western and Southern agriculturists 
for preferential treatment in the for- 
eign market. 


industry had its way with the tariff 


until the 
Smoot-Hawley 
schedule, 


passed during the Hoover administra- 
tion, climaxed the long history of 
ever-climbing tariff rates and finally 
paralyzed our export trade. 


The reversal of that trend is about 


to begin, congress having just given 
President Roosevelt authority during 
the next three years to negotiate re- 
ciprocal tariff 'agrements with for- 
eign countries which have goods lo 
exchange with us. 


The other major trade factor remains 


to be dealt with—the war debts. 


Wherever we can negotiate trade 


agreements with a foreign power the 
war debts should be heaved out the 
window.

He was 


Strike Bill Raises 
Strong Opposition

Likes It 


WASHINGTON-(/p)- A chorus of 


objection to the administration's draft 
cf a bill for providing new methods 
of setting strikes came Thursday from 
business men, labor, and Republican 
senators. The objections surged as the 
administration sought a 
means 
of 


thwarting a strike threatened in the 
steel industry. 


Willim Green, president of the A- 


merican Federation of Labor, said that 
labcr could "neither approve nor en- 
dorse" the administration prposal to 
give the president power to name an 
investigating board which would have 
power to hold secret elections to se- 
lect spokesmen for workers to bar- 
gain with employers in matters of 
wages and hours. 


Henry I. Harriman, president of the 


Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, called the joint resolution sent 
to Capitol Hill from the White House 
"a most dangerous measure." 


Senate Republicans, to whqm Demo- 


crat leaders appealed for support of 
the administration measure, handed 
to a committee of the Republican del- 
egation a score of proposed changes, 
which tonight had resulted in at least 
five tentative amendments to the re- 
solution.

the savagery and drama of Jack Dempsey's conquest of Luis Angel Firpo— 
something the prize ring thought never would be equalled—rocketed out of 
the past Thursday night to awe 52,00ft of the faithful as Max Baer crushed 
his way to the heavyweight championship over the battered body of huge 
Frimo Camera.
